~ WARM WEATHER IS TO CONTINUE. 


From. several points of view the weather 
yesterday. was notable. 

The temperature was 10° lower than on 

Wednesday, but the humidity was so high 
the number of deaths and prostrations was 
proportionately far greater than on any 
previous day this year. 
‘ One man was driven insane by the. misery 
of four days of, continuous heat and four 
successive sleepless nights, five others were 
killed by the heat, fifteen were prostrated, 
and one mun was struck by lightning and 
instantly killed while riding a bicycle.

Three Hours and No Effort Is 
Made to Interfere. 


For nearly three hours the new pool-room 
of Barney Zacharius in Harlem did a rush- 
ing business yesterday afternoon without 
any interference from the authorities of 
that town. The two large stores opposite 
the Harlem race track, which had been fitted 
up with an elaborate system of blackboards 
and other paraphernalia necessary for a 
well-equipped pool-room, were crowded all 
afternoon. 

The program comprised seventeen races at 
Milwaukee, Detroit, and Brighton, and so 
heavy was the play it required a dozen or 
fifteen men to register the bets and take in 
the money. The atmosphere of the room was 
oppressively close, but this acted as no bar to 
the sports, who, with coats off and rhoney in 
their hands, crowded and jostled one an- 
other in their eager desire to get in on a 
wide-open game once more. 

And it was wide open. There could be no 
doubt about that. In no particular was 
there any effort to conceal the character of 
the business done on theinside. Front doors 
and back doors were wide open, and the 
stentorian voice of the man who called the 
odds on the different events, and that of the 
one who called off the various races as they 
were run, could easily be heard a block down 
the street. 

In fact, there was apparent about the place 
a serene confidence that there was little 
probability of anything happening that 
would interfere with the progress of the 
gam®& There were no lookouts posted to 
give warning of a possible raid, and when 
some timid individual ventured te suggest 
there was a likelihood of the town author!i- 
ties swooping down on the game and closing 
it up he was gazed upon with an air of con- 
tempt. 

Zacharius himself was not disposed to say 
much concerning the situation. 

‘The most that can be done is to close me 
up,” he said, “‘ and I am not looking for that 
just at present. The fact is, the people out 
here want the play to go on, as it brings 
money to them. Again, itis an out-o[-the- 
way place and cannot possibly prove an an- 
noyance to any one.” ! 

Most of the sports are divided in thelr 
opinion ,however, as to whether the town 
authorities will permit the game to go on. 
Many think it will be closed and others 
think Zacharius, or Hankins, who is really 
behind the game, will be able to secure @ 
long lease of life. 

“It can't be done for nothing,” said one 
sport with a suggestive grit “‘ but I reckon 
it will be done unless there is too big a 
‘pressure brought to bear upon the author- 
ities, or unless the Civic Federation’ gets 
into the game.”’ : 

The town trustees haye announced that 
they would promptiy shut down on any at- 
tempt to run a poel room in that town. Itis 
a fact that it ran wide open yesterday with- 
out any interference from the authorities, 
when they had been apprised that it would 
so be run. 

Dan O'Leary, who ran the poel-rooms at 
the Stock-Yards, is preparing to open for- 
eign books just outside the city limits at 
the end of Sixty-third street. For several 
days workmen have been getting the build- 
ing to be used réady for business. When 
the telegraph wires were put in a full-fledged 
rumor went out that the race track men 
were contemplating another “ exchange.”’ 

The books will be opened tomorrow if pos- 
sible, and the first of next week at least will 
see them running. 

It is thought the authorities will have some 
trouble in spoiling the game of the gamblers 
in that out-of-the-way corner of the county. 
O’Leary has headed many pool-room 
schemes before with varied success.

Reduced to the Direst Extremity by 
the County Board Cutting Off Part 
of the Usual Appropriation for the 
Relief of the Taywnship’s Needy— 
One Child Dies from Lack of Proper 
Nourishment—Supervisor Not Ap- 
prised of the Cat. 


Poor families in Harvey and other towns 
in Thornton Township are on the verge of 


starvation. 
A child died in West Harvey on Sunday 


because of lack of proper nourishment, and. 


the mother and the other members of the 
family are in a desperate condition. Four 
or five families in the township have existed 
for two weeks on a diet consisting chiefly of 
wild crab apples picked from the treesalong 
the roads north of Harvey. 

The cause of the distress was the reduction 
by the County Board of the poor fund ap- 
propriation for the township.

He Is Thrown from a Carriage at 
Quincy, Ill., and Receives Severe

Quincy, Ill., Aug. 6.—[Special.}—John R. 
Tanner, Republican candidate for Governor, 
was injured here today in a runaway acci- 
dent. His hurts are painful, but not danger- 
ous, and he was able to appear at a Repub- 
lican rally tonight with his right arm in a 
sling. 

Mr. Tanner arrived in the city this morn- 
ing, and during the forenoon visited some 
of the factories. Shortly before noon he, 
with E. F. Bradford and J. H. Sheridan, was 
in a surrey going to the sawmill, just north 
of the railroad yards. They crossed the 
tracks and had nearly reached the mill when 
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THE POPOCRATIC BAND-WAGON GETTING THERE. 


During the last four years $1,200 has an- 
nually been set aside for the relief of the 
poor of Thornton Township. Last Decem- 
ber the amount was reduced to $830. This 
cut of $350 was not known to the Supervisor 
and the Town Board, who issued warrants, 
thinking there was a full appropriation as’ 
usual, and who consequently made no at- 
tempt at retrenchment.

The office of Supervisor A. A. Dennison in 
Harvey was thronged every day by people 
whose appearance plainly indicated that they 
were almost starving. Some of the unfortu- 
nate families north of Harvey eked out an 
existence on a scant potato crop. Others 
could obtain nothing but wild crabapples.

HYPNOTIC SUBJECT WAKENS IN A GRAYE 


Is Buarted Four Feet Under Ground, 
Where the Temperature Is 
Shown to Be 125 Degrees.

Indianapolis, Ind., Aug. 6.—[Special.]—J. 
J. Wyatt, in a hypnotic sleep, has been 
buried two days at Fairview Park, and sev- 
eral thousand people have visited the grave 
to inspect this duplication of the famous 
East India fakirs’ trick. 

Several days ago Prof. Boone, a hypnotist, 
arrived here from nobody knows where, 
and exhibited his subject to the health de- 
partment with a request for a burial permit. 
The department refused to issue the permit 
for a live man, but the professor went ahead 
with his undertaking to demonstrate that he 
could keep a man under ground indefinitely 
without food or drink. Wyatt was hypno- 
tized and interred with much formality, and 
a guard has been at the grave ever since. 

The subject is under four feet of earth 
with an air shaft leading to the coffin. Yes- 
terday the watchers heard a noise in the 
grave, and found that Wyatt had wakened. 
The hypnotist was called, but the patient 
nearly suffocated before the professor ar- 
rived. He put Wyatt to sleep again, and 
the man now continues to sleep soundly. 

Today when the health officers examined 
the grave a thermometer was lowered, and 
the temperature was found to be 125°. The 
man’s face has the pallor of death. He will 
be disinterred tomorrow night, the officers 
refusing to allow the experiment to continue 
longer than four days.

MAN SHOT WHILE STEALING A RIDE.

These words are quoted from the Congres- 
sional Record, page 1392, val. II., part II., 
Forty-third ‘Congress. He is now publish- 
ing in Washington and Virginia a free sil- 
ver paper called the Silver Knight. Al- 
though a@ multi-millionaire, laboring men 
charge him with conducting a “ rat office” 
and under-paying his printers. This gave 
rise recently to labor troubles in the office of 
the Silver Knight, which was graphically 
exploited in one of the Washington papers, 
Mr. Stewart being openly accused of not 
paying living wages. 

Hearst Estate. 

The silver interests of the Hearst estate 
are taken care of at both extremes of the 
continent. In San Francisco the great sil- 
ver mining family owns the Examiner, 
while in the East it has invaded Wall street 
by the purchase of the New York Journal, 
conducted by' young Hearst in person, the 
only metropolitan daily newspaper advo- 
cating the 16 to 1 plank and the fusion of 
Democracy with the ragtag and bobtail of 
Populism. The holdings of the Hearst estate 
include, in addition to its Homestake gold 
mine and Anaconda copper'mine interests, 
a large part of the Ontario silver mine ores 
of Park City, Utah. | 

Senator Teller has recently acquired large 
mining interests in Cripple Creek, which has 
given him a rating as one of the bonanza 
kings of the West, while R. C. Chambers, 
one of the delegates to the Chicago con- 
vention, is part owner of the Ontario silver 
mine, in which the Hearst estate is i:ter- 
ested. Chambers has been one of the most 
persistent silver lobbyists in Washington, 
but no exception to the general rule, all the 
silver men now prominent in Democratic 
and Populist circles having been engaged in 
that business at the National Capitol either 
in a public or a private capacity—that {is to 
say, as plain, every day button-holers or as 
Delegates, Representatives, or Senators. 


Floods of Silver Literature. 

Chambers is the general manager of the 
Ontario mine, owner of the “Salt Lake 
Herald,” and one of the backers of the Bi- 
metallic League, which has now constituted 
itself the literary bureau of the Democratic 
Campaign committee here, and is flooding 
he country with “leaflets” and brochures 
enlightening the workingmen and farmers 
on the blessings of the unlimited coinage 
of silver. The bureau has been engaged 
in this kind of work for four years, sending 
out expensive printing by the carload and 
paying the salaries and expenses of high- 
priced silver orators to spread silver doc- 
trines among the masses. 

Chambers believes’ in booming the bless- 


ings of silver like a circus, and no man who 


is willing to go on the stump and “ organ- 
ize” voters to vote for the unlimited pur- 
chase of the Ontario's silver output by the 
taxpayers can awe him with extravagant 
demands of compensation. 

Gen. A. J. Warner, President of the so- 
called Bimetallic League, which in reality ts 
the literary bureau of the silver miners, has, 
it is said, for years received a salary sufficient 
to warrant him in forsaking all other legiti- 
mate pursuits and devoting himself exciu- 
sively to the propaganda of unlimited coin- 
age. Gen. Warner was one of the first men 
to be taken into the confidence of the Popo- 
cratic campaign managers. That he was 
deeply in the secrets of the Democratic lead- 
ers was shown by his remarks in the course 
of a public address delivered in Columbus, 
O., a month before the first national conven- 
tion was held. In an unguarded moment he 
gave away the plans of Senator Jones, pres- 
ent Chairman of the Democratic National 
Committee, to nominate Teller for President 
on a free silver platform. The Teller pro- 
gram was spoiled and Bryan was nominated,

Conference with Western Men. 

Conferences were had by the.Executive 
ccemmittee yesterday with Senator Jolin T. 
Wilson of Washington; A. B. Kitteridge, 
National committeeman; and Chairman 
Elliott of the State Central committee for 
South Dakota. C. G. Dawes, Cyrus Leland, 
W: T. Durbin, A. B. Cummings, William H.

WHY THEY WANT GOLD. 


JUDGE L. D. THOMAN TALKS TO THE 
WEBSTER COMPANY EMPLOYES, 


President of the Concern Explains the 
Reason of Recent Curtailment of 
the Establishment’s Force—Finan- 
cial Uncertainty a Present and 
Prospective Disturbing Element— 
Silver Monometallism Means De- 
crease of Wages’ Purchasing Power 


“‘T am not a banker nor a politician and I 
don’t own bonds, but I have a wife and 
a baby.” 

It was from this position as the head of a 
family and a bread-earner that ex-Judge 
L. BD. Thoman, who is a stanch gold Demo- 
crat, gave a talk on the finahcial question 
yesterday afternoon to 225 workingmen who 
are employés of the Webster Manufacturing 
company. 3 

It was a free and easy talk, 2 calm discus- 
sion rather than an attempt at oratorical 
effect. No gag or restraint was placed on 
the workingmen. They were told it was sim- 
ply a lesson of mstruction, and if they 
wished they might ask for enlightenment on 
any specially perplexing point. They were 
told no effort would be made to compel them 
to vote against their inclinations. But a 
caution was imposed that in the event of the 
gold standard’s overthrow, no guarantee 
could be given of,continued maintenance of 
wages or of the factory itself, and they were 


warned the company is employing one-third’ 


less men than it was a year ago, due to the 
money disturbance. 

The employés dropped their work in the 
huge machinery factory at Nos. 1075-to 1097 
West Fifteenth street at 4 o’clock. They 
hurried outside to the place set for the meet- 
ing. Seats of rough planks had been con- 
structed between two of the large buildings 
out of doors. The men who seated them- 
selves on the planks faced a dray wagon. 
Three seats had been placed in the wagon, 
and over all floated the Stars and Stripes. 


All Ages Are Interested. 


The audience was composed of auditors of 
all ages—from boys whose first votes have 
not been cast to old men, who were appealed 
to by their own experiences of the hard times 
ee on by the inflated currency in the 

ast. 

They were an intelligent looking lot of 
men. Many hastened directly from their 
work with their faces begrimed and théir 
blue blouses stained with oil. 

President T. K. Webster came from his 
office, coatless and with his sleeves rolled 
up to the elbows. He was the first to mount 
the wagon. He told his employés the 
present crisis was as important to them as 
to him, and that they were alike interested 
in keeping the shops going. He told them 
this agitation Wag, the. cause of the com- 
pany’s employment of one-third less men 
now than it.had one year ago. He repeated 
and answered the argument of the free 
silver. people that declared this was a great 
enough Nation to run- its finances to suit 
itself. 

“You don’t want to run yourself !nto 
China,” he said. “They thought they 
would build a wall and isolate themsclves. 
Everybody has sneered at them.”’ 

He recalled the fact that many of the men 
before him had purchased houses to !ive in 
and that they perhaps wanted to pay their 
mortgages in Sv-cent dollars. Iie said he 
was sure, however, if they had assurance of 
50-cent dollars at the coming election busi- 
ness would be so peor they would have no 
dollars at all. 

*“*I want to talk frankly with you,” said 
Mr. Webster. ‘* We're all bound up §to- 
gether. You can't do anything which don't 
affect me.”’ 

Judge Thoman Opens Up. 

Then came Judge Thoman, who insisted 
he wasn’t to make a speech, but was simply 
to talk. He talked in language that his 
hearers could understand.- He said if one 
man borrowed from another a hammer ora 
mallet or gimlet and returned one not so 
good he would have difficulty the next time 
in obtaining a loan. From this he showed 
the obligation, moral at any rate, that rested 
on the workingman as the holder of a mort- 
gage. 

‘* You were loaned money that carried with 
it the greatest purchasing power,” he said, 
** You must pay like with like.” 

Judge Théman said for purposes of com- 
parison he would organize a little govern- 
ment, for the big one had been so much 
criticised. And when some of the men smiled 
he said: 

‘** You needn’t, for it is nothing but a col- 
lective body of you men.”’ 

Replying to the complaint of the country’s 


debt, Judge Thoman said only once in its: 


history had this government been clear of 
debt. He said the country was a borrower 
from foreign nations, and it devolves upon 
you to see that the debts are paid dollar for 
dollar. 

Repudiation and Discredit. 

* When the government repudiates a debt 
it is no more entitled to credit than the man 
who repudiates a debt at the corner grocery. 

**I borrowed some money to come out 
here,”” continued Judge Thoman, at which 
pleasantry every one smiled. Then he drew 
from his pocket a $% gold piece, five silver 
dollars, and a $5 bill. 
purchasing power of each was alike. 

* You ask why. - Because the feith of the 
government, the power of the governmenr, 
is back of them. Because they are based on 
one value, and that is gold.” 

The expressions on the faces of the men 
told that this was not lost. Judge Thoman 
appealed to some of the older men. 

‘** You remember,” he said, ‘“‘ that after 
1873 the cry arose of not sufficient money 
to redeem the greenbacks due en Jan. 1, 
1879. Thesunrosethesameéthatday. Were 
the greenbacks presented?) No. Every la- 
boring man knew that they would be re 
deemed and they were not presented.” 

Judge Thoman took the $5 bill in his hand 
and said if it was burned the government 
could not redeem the ashes. If he put the 
five silver dollars in one of the factory's 
smelting pans, he said, and melted them he 

‘would get but $2.50 for the result. If the 
g0ld piece was melted in the same pan he 
would receive $5 for it. ! 

He wanted his wife and children to get 
the best money from the building and loan 
association and he wanted their savings 
in the savings bank to be paid in money 
that would go the farthest with the 
butcher. ' 

“You are mistaken if-you think the goy- 
ernment adds one farthing to the gold coin 
by its stamp," continued the speaker. “ If 
you go into the Bank of England and ask 
for gold they throw the pieces into scales 
and weigh them.”’ 

“If Wall street or Lombard street wants 
gold you may be sure {t 1s the hest money 
there is. You're as much entitled as bank 
che ae to gold and I'd like to see you 
get it. 

The men several times applauded the 
telling points of the addréss. 


WARRANTS FOR CHINESE SMUGGLERS, 


— 


Suspects Include Several White Men 
and Women Well Known in 
Large Eastern Cities, 


Montreal, Que., Aug. 6. — [Special.] — 
Deputy United States Collector Twohey 
made an announcement today which will 
prevent several people in Canada from cross- 
ing the border for some time, and may pre- 
vent some citizens in the United States from 
taking an excursion into Canada. 

It was that information had been laid be- 
fore the United States Commissioners and 
warrants taken out against fifteen people 
ecnnected with the smuggling of Chinamen 
and phenacetin into the States. Some of 
these fifteen are white men, some Chinamen 
and some are white women. 

The list of suspects embraces besides the 
Canadians two well-to-do Chinamen in New 
York and prominent druggists in Boston. 

For a while, it is said, the smuggling busi- 
ness was carried on almost entirely under 
the direct management of the Chinese Six 


| Companies. 


Within the last two -months the United 
States agents have been lucky enough to 
capture at least two large batches of China- 
men. Some of these Chinamen have al- 
ready been sent back to China by the gov- 
ernment. 

There are said to be several hotelkeepers 
and farmers along the New York State 
border who have either harbored Chinese 
or rented their rigs to have them driven 
across the line, and these are said to be on 
the list to be arrested.

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GERMAN-AMERICANS TOAST MR. HALLE 


Banquet Given at Germania Club- 
Rooms for the Board of Edu- 
cation’s President. 


German-Americans honored Edward G. 
Halle, President of the Board of Education, 
last night with a banquet at the Germania 
club-house. It was an informal affair, one 
whese only bias was nationality and whose 
chief characteristic was good cheer and 


eulogistte speeches. 

Seventy-five friends and fellow club mem- 
bers sat down to a dainty spread, and over 
the tempting viands, the wine, and the 
cigars spoke fondly of the Fatherland and 
Germans in general, and Mr. Halle in par- 
ticular. The event was designed asa tribut4 
not merely to the race, but to the individual, 
and everything from the toasts to the Ger- 
man version of ‘* He’s a Jolly Good Fellow,” 
which was sung with a vim that brought 
an echo, bore evidence of the earnestness 
and enthusiasm of those who took part. 

The club members assembled in the hall of 
the club-house shortly after 7 o’clock and for 
a time had a social meeting in which Mr. 
Halle was the observed of all observers. 
Then the menu was served, the toasts, which 
Harry Rubens told of, coming in as Iinter- 
mediary courses. Laudation of Germany 
and her sons came in as a supplement to 
German dishes, and there was cheering from 


start to finish. 

The speeches were all in German, as be- 
fitted the occasion, and with the exception 
of the personal parts referring to Mr. Halle 
were all variations of a single theme. 

Chicken bouillon had scarcely disappeared 
when Mr. Rubens made a speech setting 
forth the purpose of the gathering, compli- 
menting Mr. Halle as a German whom other 
German-Americans should honor, and con- 
cluding with presenting the guest of honor 
with an ivory gavel mounted with silver, 
which he hoped Mr. Halle would cherish asa 
memento of the evening. 

Then there was a call for Mr. Halle, who 
spoke briefly, thanking his friends for the 
honor conrerred on him and’‘also for the 
pretty souvenir which would rap his triends 
into mind every time it rapped order into 
the Board of Education. He was not there, 
he said, to entertain, but to be entertained, 
and he preferred to eat and listen iather 
than to take up time and interrupt the 
banquet. 

Then as the menu offered opportunity the 
other speakers were called upon, E, 8. Drey- 
er being the first. He began witha tribute 
to Mr. Halle-and ran’from the man to the 
race, 

He said: 

‘“T always rejoice at seeing a German- 
American occupying so high a public posi- 
tion, and it is much to be deplored that a 
great many of our Germans are given to 
business with so much Zeal that they think 
they have no time to take also upon them- 
selves the duties of public office. The one 
thing, however, can be said with proud con- 
sciousness of our own worth that in the do- 
main of business we German-Americans 
occupy a position of which we may justly 
and rightly boast. 

‘There was hardly a single one of the 
thousands and thousands of German busi- 
ness-men whose names are today favorably 
and creditably known from New York tu 
San Francisco who came to this hospitable 
shore of our new home burdened with too 
much filthy lucre, and almost all of them 
were unacquairted with the language of the 
land, but all of them possessed some of those 
traits of character by which our friend Halle 
has succeeded in gaining for himself the 
honorable position which he occupies to- 
Gay. 

‘He possesses the qualifications of a true 
German-American of the genuine stamp, 
and these qualifications consist chiefly in 
indefatigaMe industry, quiet judgment, 
a highly developed sense of duty, anda con- 
stant endeavor to put forth his whole ability 
and Knowledge, and his entire strengtn, to 
reach his high aim. 

‘“‘In honoring him we honor ourselves, 
for those excellent qualifications which are 
so prominent in him are the same by which 
we all have worked our way upward. 

“The German-American business-man is 
not like many native Americans, who often 
try to accumulate riches without work by 
wild speculation; but he is actuated by dili- 
gence, perseverance, strict economy, and 
honesty in his dealings with others. Itis by 
these that he has gained, if not the love, yet 
the unqualified respect of his American fel- 
low-citizens.’’ .

Many Listen to a Spirited Debate on 
Gold and Silwer at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. 


In spite of the weather, the commodious 
lecture room of Cobb Hall at the University 
of Chicago was filled to its utmost capacity 
last evening.

shall adopt the free coinage of silver at a 
ratio of 16 to 1, with the purpose of estab- 
lishing bimetallism.’ 

Mesrs. Oeschger, Crewdson, and Belcher 
of the Bryan club took the affirmative, and 
Messrs. Meade, Garver, and Rausch sup- 
ported the negative. 

When the main addresses had been made 
Messrs. Oeschger and Meade made short re- 
buttal speeches for their respective sides, 
and then L. Brent Vaughn and F. H. Atwood 
closed the evening by delivering short ad- 
dresses on the respective qualifications of 
McKinley and Bryan to occupy the Presi- 
dential chair. 

No decision was announced, but the audi- 
ence seemed to be in a majority for sound 
money.

GERMANS NOT FOR BRYAN 


REPRESENTATIVE MEN ENRAGED AT 
HOECHSTER’S STATEMENT. 


Letter Declaring They Favor Silver Is 
Resented by the Leaders and the 
Rank and File Alike—Swedish Vot- 
ers Also Repudiate the Assertion 
That They Are Coming Out Under 
the Banner of Popocracy and the 
White Metal, 


The Germans of Chicago are enraged over 
& paragraph of a letter to a New York pa- 
per from Emil Hoechster of Chicago. The 
letter says: ‘‘ German Democrats to a man 
and a large number of German Republicans 
are in favor of Bryan and free silver.”’ 

Regarding this declaration, George 
Schneider, President ef the National Bank 
of Illinois, says: 

* The Germans of America have more than 
once come to the rescue of the State, and this 
fall you may depend upon it they will not 
be found wanting in the battle against cheap 
money.” 

Joseph Brucker, editor of the Staats-Zei- 
tung, said: ‘*‘ This letter from Hoechster 
makes bold misstatements. I do not know 
of one intelligent German who upholds the 
16 to 1 fallacy.” 

Arnold Hollinger, Consul from Switzer- 
land, said: ‘‘ This is a statement laughably 
ignorant. I made it a point when I entered 
the banquet hall of the Germania cluob to- 
night to ask how many Bryan men were 
present. I was told there was just one and 
was Offered a reward to find him.” 

Harry Rubens said: ‘* Hoechster’s motive 
in writing that letter is another case of ‘ the 
wish is father to the thought.’ He will be 
considerably disappointed. The majority of 
Chicago Germans will vote for Altgeld, but 
not for free silver.’’ 

Judge Brentano. said at the banquet table: 
‘**Look around this table! Are these not 
representative Germans? And I defy you to 
find a man of them who stands for silver!”’ 

George Claussenius, agent for the North 
German Lloyd Steamship company, a Demo- 
crat, says: 

‘‘I am a Democrat, and I want to say that 
the German Democrats of Chicago are not 
flocking to Bryan. 

‘“*I would, under present circumstances, 
vete for McKinley rather than for even a 
gold Democrat, should there be a disposition 
to make a third nomination. 

‘**I think more harm can be done Bryan’s 
cause by voting for the Republican nominee 
this year than by supporting a Democrat 
named on a gold platform. | 

‘* Those of my friends and associates with 
whom I come most in contact hold views in 
this respect similar to mine.” 

I. O. Kohtz of the Board of Education 
said: “‘ The statement of Hoechster is en- 
tirely contrary to fact.”’ | 

Charles H. Wacker, President of the 
Wacher Brewing company, said: “ By far 
the large percentage of German Democrats 
are opposed to silver.’’ 

W. C. Seipp, F. Amberg, and other promi- 
nent Germans flatly denied the statements 
made in Hoechster’s letter and declared the 
movement for gold was growing with sur- 
prising rapidity. 


STAND FOR SOUND MONEY. 
Story of Defection to Silver Denied by 
Those Who Know. 

A story printed in an afternoon paper yes- 
terday to the effect that Swedish-American 
voters in lllinois were rapidly deserting 
sound money is emphatically denied by 
prominent Swedes. In connection with the 
story was an interview with Gas Inspector 
Westman, who is President of the Swedish- 
American Republican League. Mr. West- 
man spoke of Swedish silver clubs being 
organized and of defections in the ranks of 

the league. 

Alexander Johnson, editor of Svenska 
Kuriren, a Chicago weekly Swedish news- 
paper, said Mr. Westman might canvass 
among his countrymen and not find two men 
among a hundred voters who believed in 
free silver. 

Relative to silver clubs being organized, 
Mr. Johnson sald: 

** Somebody called a meeting of Swedish- 
Americans of the Twenty-third Ward for 
the purpose of. organizing a silver club. Ten 
voters attended, and it was found that the 
man who called the meeting was the only 
silver man present. The ten voters who at- 
tended organized a gold standard ciub right 
then and tere, and the man who called the 
meeting went home disgusted. 

“To say that Swedish-American voters 
are for free silver is nonsensical. There is 
not a Swedish-American newspaper in IIli- 
nois advocating the free coinage of silver. 
Furthermore, every Swede knows that since 
1873, when Sweden adopted the gold stand- 
ard, his fatherland has prospered and de- 
veloped more than it did In fifty years be- 
fore the adoption of the gold standard. Iam 
afraid Mr. Westman is almost alone in his 
opinion that the Swedes are at all for free 
silver, as 98 per cent of the Swedish-Amer- 
ican voters will line up for McKimley and 
sound money at the polls in November.” 

F. A. Lindstrand, President of the Swed- 
ish National Association and editor of the 
Swedish-American, was equally positive 
that November would, find no defections, 
and that if any class of voters was for sound 
moncy it was the Swedish-American. 

“There is one thing the Swedish-Amer- 
ican hates,’’ said Mr. Lindstrand, “and that 
is free trade. Even should you find a Swede 
here for free silver you will find him a vio- 
lent enemy of the free trade doctrine that 
must go with free silver. Therefore, Mc- 
Kinley and sound money will receive the 
almost solid Swedish-American vote.” 

Andrew Chaiser, editor of Svenska Tri- 
bunen said if there was a Swede in Chicago 
with a free silver tendency # was only for 
the moment, and a little sensible talk would 
put him back into the ranks of his party. 
Mr. Chaiser was also of the opinion-that Mr. 
Westman voiced gnly his own opinion. 


GOAT AND BULLDOG COMEDY IN COURT 


Two Animals Have a Scrap and Bring 
William Davidson and Lieut. 
Payton Into Litigation. 


SWEDES 


Firemen from the patrol at Twenty-third 
and State streets and the family of William 
Davidson, who lives in the same vicinity, 
were the actors in a comedy in Justice Hall's 
court yesterday. A goat and a bulldog were 
the chief features of the show. 

Mr. Davidson is the possessor of a goat 
which, so he testified yesterday, yielded him 
two pints of milk a day, one pint at each 
milking. Some weeks ago, he says, the goat 
wandered near the house of the fire patrol 
and was bitten by a bulldog which belonged 
to Lieut. George Payton. Payton was made 
the defendant to the sult. 

Davidson testified that after the goat had 
been bitten he was afraid to allow his family 
to use the milk, as he feared it might give 
them hydrophobia. Asa result of his family 
being deprived of its daily portion of goat’s 
milk, he sald, its members had suffered. 

Many witnesses were summoned, among 
them the servant girl in Davidson's employ, 
who gave expert testimony in regard to the 
capacity of the animal to give milk, as she 
had done the milking for a long time. 

Payton declared that he had offered to set- 
tle the matter for $2 after he had nursed the 
animal back to health, but he said Davidson 
had demanded $10. He created a good deal 
of laughter by declaring that he had par- 
taken of the milk after the goat had been bit- 
ten and that he had not gone mad. 

Justice Hall concluded he needed more 
time to consider the case, and reserved his 
decision until tomorrow.

FIVE PERSONS FALL VICTIMS TO THE

Fifteen Others Are Stricken and One 
Man Is Killed by Lightning While 
on a Bicycle—Rain Brings Small 
Relief, but Floods Basements and 
Thoroughly Dreéenches Pedestrians 
—Continued Warm Weather Is Still 
in Prospect.

Scott was 27 years old, and unmarried. 
He lived with his father and mother at No.

There were no other marks, except slight 
purns on the face.

BAREMENTS BECOME NATATORIUMS. 


From Two to Twelve Inches of Water 
Pour into Business Cellars. 

The depressed spirits of the people rose 
faster than the rain fell.; The first great 
drops were greeted as the forerunners of 
deliverance from the oppressive heat of the 
last few days. 

The rainfall between 5 and 7 o’clock was 
1.23 inches, and of this amount 1.20 inches 
fell between 5:05 and 5:45.0’clock. The clouds 
broke heavily and with little warning, flood- 
ing the streets and filling basements all over 
the city. 

Hundreds of pedestrians took refuge from 
the overhead weather in basement restau- 
rants, stores, and saloons, only to be driven 
out.again by a flood of six or seven inches of 
mingled sewer and: rain water. 

There were entire blocks in. the heart of 
the business district in which not a single 
ghop escaped flooding. , 

In most cases the damage was slight. This 
was due in great measure to the short dura- 
tion of the storm and the early hour whenit 
broke. Pumps were quickly got in working 
order, and the water hardly had time to soak 
through goods cases where perishable wares 
were stored in the basements. 

The greatest damage reported in the down- 
town. district was at a cigar store, No. 50 
Michigan avenue, where 60,000 cigars were 
damaged by water that soaked in from the 
The roof was damaged by the Dia- 
mond Match fire. 

Stand in the Water and Drink Beer. 

The flood came at the busiest time of day 
for the down-town basement saloon. The 
Shakspeare, Madison and. Dearborn, was be- 
ginning to fill up with its usual line of cus- 
tomers when the rain began. Half a hundred 
others were driven in by the storm. They 
were lined up at the bar or sitting at the 


tables with foaming beer before them, won- 


dering when the rain would cease sufficiently 
to permit them to go home, when a smal 
‘stream of water was observed creeping 
around the corner of the bar. It soon as- 
sumed the volume of a respectable brook, 
and in a few moments was all over the room. 


The guests put their feet on the rungs of 


. their chairs or stood on their heels until the 
water became six or seven inches deep. 
A eall was immediately sent to the City 
Halli for a fire engine to pump out the place, 

’ but before it arrived the pump of the neigh- 
boring newspaper plant had got the water 
under control. 

Rather than stand to their shoe tops_in 
mingled rain and sewage, the majority of 
‘the crowd fled to the open air, and took 
theirs from the clouds direct. Some of 
the regular guests, including a number of 
women, regarded the matter as a joke, and 
refused, Canute-like, to recede before the 
flood. They tucked up their garments gen- 
erously; and called for another beer. 

The Boston Oyster House fared little bet- 
ter. Supper was being served to a score or 
more of people when the water was forced 
up and all over the floor to a depth of from 
an inch to two or threeinches. The guests 
looked out at the downpour in the street, 
and then the smaller stream under foot, 
and decided that they could do nothing bet- 


_ ter than enjoy themselves the best they could 


where they were. . 
The Chicago and American Oyster Houses 
had much the same experience.

Stores. As soon as the rain was over the 
well-holes drained off into the sewers or 
through the ground, though some of the holes 
still had three or four feet of water at mid- 
night. The ground around these excava- 
tions was loosened by the rain, and it was 
feared they would cave in. 

To prevent accidents, workmen were or- 
dered to set the protecting fences farther 
out to prevent passers-by from going too 
close to the danger point. 

The cell room of the Warren Avenue Po- 
lice Station was flooded. The sewers, unable 
to carry of such quantities. of water, 
** backed up,” forcing the water in the base- 
ment of the station. The water reached a 
depth of three feet. Eight prisoners who 
were in the cells were removed to the Des- 
‘plains Street Station. 


MADE RABID BY EXCESSIVE HEAT. 
James Lambert Shows All the Indica- 
tions of Hydrophobia. 

James Lambert, No. 580 Wells street, sud- 
denly became violent yesterday noon at 
Monroe and Dearborn streets, and it wus 
only after he had bitten Policeman Haus- 
mann on the arm that he was subdued and 
taken to his home. A physician who at- 
tended Lambert said he was suffering from 
the excessive heat, but persons who wit- 
nessed this actions say he frothed at the 
mouth and showed all the symptoms of hy- 

drophobia. 

They say he barked and snapped at several 
pedestrians when-they attempted to assist 
him. Many persons in the vicinity were 
badly frightened by the actions of the suffer- 
er and took shelter in the doorways. 

The man’s actions attracted the attention 
of Hausmann. Lambert jumped at himand 
fastened his teeth in the policeman’s arm. 
Policeman Valentine, who was on the next 
corner, ran to his ald, and, with the help of 
Policeman Murphy, succeeded in subduing 
the man. 

After Dr. Higgins had given the almost 
unconscious man restoratives Lambert re- 
vived sufficiently to tell his name and ad- 
dress. He was soon after taken homeina 
police ambulance. Hausmann’s wound was 
cauterized. — 


LIGHTNING STRIKES THREE HOUSES 
Buildings Are Damaged, but the Uc- 
cupunts Lacape Injary. 

Lightning struck the home of J. B. Leake, 
Na 6704 Union avenue, during the storm yes- 
terday afternoon, ripping off the chimney 
but not striking any of the inmates of the 
house. It caused about $530 damage. 

The chimney of the two-story frame dwell- 
ing No. 1372 North Campbell avenue was 
demolished by a bolt during the storm. The 
families of Hans Larson and Andrew An- 
derson occupied the house, but were not in- 
jured. The roof of the building was dam- 
aged to the extent of $100. 

The residence of B. Jackson, Ashland ave- 
nue, near One Hundred and Fifty-seventh 
street, Harvey, was also struck. No one 
was injured, but the bolt started a fire which 
destroyed the house and its contents. The 
loss was $1,300.

SEWER DIGGERS FORCED TO QUIT. 


Intense Heat in the Trenches Almost 
Prostrates Seventy-five Men. 
Seventy-five laborers building a sewer 
along Prairie avenue, Austin, were com- 
pelled to quit work at 2 o’clock yesterday 
afternvon on account of the heat. At 12 
o'clock the mercury had reached the 98° 
mark, and the atmosphere in the trenches 
was stifling. Work was resumed again at 
1 o’clock, but within an hour the thermome- 
ter registered 102°. The men began to show 
weakness and were compelled to frequently 
lie down in the black, muddy water in order 

to withstand the heat. 

A number of the laborers were so thor- 
oughly exhausted they could not throw the 
dirt to the surface, some distance above 
their heads, and quit. Seeing his men were 
rapidly giving out the contractor knocked 
off work for the day. 


DEATH RATE IS NOT EXCESSIVE. 


With a Higher Temperature than July 
the Mortality Is Lower. 
Notwithstanding the excessive heat the 
death rate in Chicago is not so great as it 
was on the hottest days of last month. The 
highest temperature in July was on the 13th, 
when the weather bureau reported 93°, The 
total number of deaths reported on that day 
was 136, and 106 and 103 respectively on the 
14th and 15th of the month. The maximum 
temperature recorded last Tuesday was 94°, 
and the total number of deaths reported was 
sixty-one. Wednesday, with a temperature 
of 96°, eighty-six deaths were reported, 
SEVEN ARE DEAD AT ST. LOUIS. 
Thermometer Registers 09 Degrees in 
the Sigmal Service Observatory. 
St. Louis, Mo., Aug. 6.—Today was even 
hotter than yesterday, the thermometer 
rising to 90° in the shade in the signal service 
observatory. This is the highest point 
reached. .The heat was suffocating, the 
slight breeze that blew all day failing to 
cool off the atmosphere or the hot buildings 
and pavements. There were twenty pros- 
trations, and of this number seven are fatal. 


The Dead.

SIX DEAD IN NEW YORK. 


PROSTRATIONS FROM YESTERDAY’S 
HEAT NUMBER THIRTY-TWO. 


Thermometer Officially Scores 91 De- 
grees in the Shade, but in the Sub- 
urbs the Mercury Climbs to 102 
Without an Effort—In the Business 
District Activities Come Almost to 
a Standstill in the Afternoon—Big 
Increase in the Crop of Mad Dogs. 


‘New York, Aug. 6.—[Special,]—New York 
sweltered teday under the worst combinar 
tion of heat and humidity it has experienced 
this year. The thermometer officially 
reached the 91° mark in the shade, but the 
condition in the lofty Weather Bureau was 
no indication of what was happening in the 
street below. Here the humidity gave the 
atmosphere a 102° feeling, and in some of 
the suburban towns that figure was regis- 
tered. 

In.New York alone there were six deaths 
from sunstroke and thirty-two prostrations 
by heat. It is more than likely that in the 
center of population of which New York ts 
the nucleus there were at least double the 
number who fell by the flerce rays. 

In' this city the mercury stood at 75° when 
the 6 a..m. observation was taken. It was 
only one degree higher at ¥ o’clock, but in 
the next hour it had climbed thrée notches. 
At Ii a. m. it showed 81°, and by noon it 
was 84°. Between noon and 1 p. m., when 
hundreds of thousands of persons left office 
and store and @Wactory for luncheon, the 
mercury started into’ do business and 
climbed up by degrees. It was SS” at l 
o'clock, and three-quarters of an hour later 
it touched the top mark of the day, 01°. Then 
it dropped a couple of degrees and watched 
the humidity bcar down on this suffering 
town. 

To make the day bearable with temperat- 
ure such as today the humidity should have 
been about 50°... But it wasn’t. At 8 a. .m. 
it was 87°, and at 2 p. m. it was down to7v”. 
It staid there, and there was no relief even 
in the slightest breeze. There wasn’t enough 
wind to ripple the water in the North River 
and the bay, though the gauge showed a 
breeze of nine or ten miles an hour from the 
south in the afternoon. 

In the business district activities almost 
came to a standstill during the afternoon, 
“The people either kept off the street al- 
together or hugged the shady side. The 
narrow. side streets were stifling and the 
pavements exuded heat rays like a furnace. 

The crop of mad dogs inereased to an 
alarming extent. Numerous cases were re- 
perted of canines who went wild with the 
heat or élse of over-ambitious policemen 
who thought they did. 

The instances of horses that succumbed 
to the heat were also more numerous than 
at any other time this year. Two factories 
in Jersey City closed today because of the 
suffering of employés from heat. 

Thunder-storms, but no immediate relief 
in temperature, are predicted for tomorrow. 


GEORGE GOULD ABANDONS HIS TRIP. 
Surprises His Associates by a Sudden 
Return to New York. 

New York, Aug. 6.—[Special.]—The unex- 
pected return to the city of George Gould 
and his yachting party caused general dis- 
cussion among his friends and business as- 
sociates. None of them seem to have known 
that Mr. Gould had temporarily abandoned 
ps trip to Arctic waters till he appeared at 
is desk in the Western Union Building 

early on Wednesday. 

‘If Gould had fallen down from the skies 
I would not have been more surprised, for 
I thought he was off in the Arctic seas,”’ 
said Russell Sage today, and Mr. Sage is 
closer to Mr. Gould than any other man in 
the conduct of Manhattan railway affairs. 

Mr. Gould spent three hours in his office 
today and left early in the afternoon for his 
summer cottage at Seabright, N. J.. He de- 
clined to make any,statement as to the trip 
of the Atalanta or the cause of his return.

New Brunswick, N. J., Loses Its State 
School Award. 

New York, Aug. 6.—[{Special.]—There are 
537 children lost in the City of New Bruns- 
wick, N. J. 

The Board of Education has ardered four 
schoolhouse janitors to start out with books 
and pencils and find them. 

When the matter of the school census 
came up on Wednesday night ,efore the 
board it developed that the Fifth Ward did 
not have as many children in it.as in other 
years, and that, while the other wards kept 
close to their average, the Fifth lost during 
the year 277 children. In 1894 the city had 
5,218 school children. This year the number 
has fallen to 4,681. This meant a loss of 
587 children, and some $1,500 which the city 
should reeeive from the State.

are sharing the experience of the other poor 
families of the township. 

Altogether there are thirteen families who 
are virtually starving in Thornton Town- 
ship. Unless the County Board makes a 
speciat appropriation for them immediately 
they will have to be taken at once to the 
poor farm at Dunning to preven: further 
suffering. | 

The condition of the poor in Thornton has 
aroused considerable feeling on the part of 
the citizens of Harvey and the neighboring 
towns against County Commissioner Henry 
J. Beer of Blue Island, who represents that 


cutting of the poor fund appropriation for 
Thornton, if not connived at by Commis- 
sioner Beer, was at least allowed to go 
through without a word of protest from 
him. 

Say It Is Spite Work. 

The Harvey people say that the County 
Commissioner has a fancied grievance 
against the people of the township, and that 
thercutting of the poor fund was a piece of 
spitework on his part; They also claim that 
Commissioner Beer's action as Chairman of 
the Committee on Highways and Bridges 
in cutting off the entire appropriation of 
Thornton Township for road and bridge im- 
provement was actuated entirely by a desire 
on his part.to punish the people of the town- 
ship for opposing him politically. 

Of the condition in Thornton Township 
Supervisor Dennison said last night: 

‘“*It is no exaggeration to say the situation 
is truly deplorable and one that demands 
immediate and careful attention. Steps 
must at once be taken by the County Board 
to meet this deficit, or a special train must 
be chartered to carry the destitute to the 
poor-house. When the sick and helpless are 
driven to wild fruits to keep them from 
starving because of official neglect, itis put- 
ting the case mildly to say an awful respon- 
sibility rests upon some one. I, for one, do 
not hesitate to say if the Commissioner for 
this district had done his duty by this town- 
ship such a condition could not exist.” 

Highway Commissioner W. E. Kerr said: 
“Dennison doesn’t put it strong enough. 
If you want an evidence of Mr. Beer's sent|« 
ment toward this township just read this 
report of the business of the County Board 
for July 6, when he recommends the .re- 
fusal of our petition for a $500 appropriation 
for road and bridge improvements; doesn’t 
that show an active hostility? ”’ 


‘ Draws a Comparison, 

Mr. Kerr said Henry Beer knows the town- 
ship is not incorporated. “* Why,” said he, 
“he knew the Supreme Court settled that in 
October of 1892, when Thornton sought to 
restrain the incorporation of the Village of 
Harvey. If he did not why has he not op- 
posed the appropriation on this ground be- 
fore? He did not oppose giving the little 
Town of Proviso, with its single delegate, 
$2,190 for its roads and bridges.” 

Commissioner Beer, when seen at the home 
of one of his friends in Blue Island last.night, 
said: 

“I had nothing to do with the cutting down 
of the poor fund appropriation of Thornton 
Township. I am not on that committee, and 
to say that it was my influence which caused 
the lessened appropriation reflects more 
seriously on that committee than it does on 
me. The charge is utterly without foun- 
dation.. 

‘I have political enemies in Thornton 
Township, but I do not fight them over the 
shoulder of the County Board. I did knock 
cut Thornton’s bridge and highway appro- 
priation, but I did it because Thornton is not 
entitled to county money for such purposes. 
I acted under the advice of Robert C., Iles, 
the County Attorney. I am sorry there ts 
suffering in Thornton and would like to sea 
them get some more money.” 


Healy Favors Appropriation. 

President Healy of the County Board de- 
clared yesterday he was in favor of an ad- 
ditional appropriation of $200. He received 
the complaining letter from Supervisor Den- 
nison on July 31 and has kept it for sub- 
mission to the board's meeting today. The. 
letter is as follows: 

‘*] was in Chicago yesterday to find out the 
reason why the county orders from Thorn- 
ton were not paid. To my surprise I found 
our appropriation had been cut down from 
$1,200 to $850 without the slightest notifica- 
tion. Therefore we are unable to do any- 
thing for the poor. 

‘You have no idea of the destitute cfr- 
cumstances of some thirteen or fourteen 
families here. As an illustration, I had one 
of these people call on me this morning. I 
told her the funds were exhausted. She left 
the door crying, saying they had only bread, 
and that would last only until tomorrow, 
Her husband was killed at New Chicago by 
the lilinois Central railroad. She has six 
children, the’ oldest 10 years of age. She 
does washing, and I have been giving her 
a small order each month, 

‘‘There are about twelve or thirteen such 
families in this township. In view of these 
facts I would ask your honorable body todo 
something. . 1 would suggest $200 to help the 
most needy for the next five months. This 
would help some of the most destitute. It 
seems terrible to turn them away.” 

President Healy said he thought if entire 
families were destitute they had beter be 
transported to the poorhouse. He said the 
appropriations for the poor had been made 
this year to equal as nearly as possible the 
expenditures of last year, 


Paring Down of Expenses. 

“The Finance committee went over last 
year’s figures in January,” said Mr. Healy. 
‘There was a pruning down all around, as 
is shown by the total for the relief purpose 
in 1806 of $13,025. In 18095 $14,275 was appro- 
priated. Some burden of this felf on each 
township, and Thornton was not the only 
one. Last year $800 was the regular appro- 
priation for Thornton. This was exhausted 
and $400 additional was voted it by the 
board. The total expenditures of this 
amount were $1,124.” 

It was explained by County Controller Mc- 
Carthy that this amount was largely on 
account of some unusual expenses Thornton 
had to meet during the year. The town had 
smallpox patients to care for or an equally 
malignant disease to combat. 

The appropriation for roads and bridges 
is made in the bulk. There was devoted to 
those ends for this year $25,000. The distri- 
bution of this amount is in the hands of a 
standing committee of which—in corrobora- 
tion of: the Thornton people’s complaint— 
Commissioner Beer is Chairman, the other 
two members being Munn and Unold. Con- 
troller McCarthy said this committee named 
for Thornton the sum of $125. All this, how- 
ever, goes toward the erection of a bridge, 
for which the township pays the balance, 
one-half. Thus no -money whatever is left 
for the care or construction of roads. The 
Controller said $2,432 was spent on Thornton 
roads and bridges in 1805.

The Cuban sympathizers had, however, 
the more practical purpose of creating grave 
trouble in order to prevent the dispatch of a 
large body of troops which are now ready to 
sail for Cuba to help crush the rebellion, 


LORDS DEFLAT THE GOVERNMENT. 

Templetown’s Land Bill 
Amendment Is Lost. 

London, Aug. 6.—The members of the House 
of Lords showed great interest today in the 
committee stage of the Irish land bill. There 
was a larger muster’of peers present than 
was the case with any measure since the 
home rule bill. 

The debate soon developed into a defeat 
of the government on Viscount Temple- 
town’s amendment asking that the several 
classes of each holding should be ascer- 
tained, and that the fair rent slHould be 
based on the assumption that all improve- 
ments were made or acquired by the land- 
lords. 

The Marquis of Lansdowne, Secretary of 
State for War, said the government could 
not accept the amendment, as it would over- 
burden the Land Commissioners with min- 
ute details and involve great expense. 

The Marquis of Londonderry, the Earl of 
Mayo, the Earl of Winchelsea, the Duke of 
Abercorn, and others supported the amend- 
ment, which was adopted finally by a vote 
of 127 to 67 amid cheers. 

Lord Rosebery, Earl Spencer, Baron Her- 
schell, and the opposition peers supported 
the government. 

A long discussion followed on Baron Clon- 
curry’s amendment to Clause 4 to exclude 
from the operation of the bill holdings to the 
value of £50 yearly instead of £100. 

Baron Cloncurry’s amendment was car- 
ried by a vote of 107 to 60 in spite of the 
government’s opposition. 

Baron MacNaughton then moved the omis- 
Sion of the clause relating to town parks. 

The Marquis of Lansdowne and Baron Ash- 
bourne contended that this clause was non- 
contentious, but nevertheless the clause was 
omitted by a vote of 95 to 77. 

The defeat of the government spread dis- 
may among the ministerial members of the 
House of Commons who were listening to 
the debate, and they rushed back to the 
lower house in order to announce the defeat, 
thus creating a sensation. 

It is the general belief this evening that the 
defeat of the government means the aban- 
donment of the Irish land bill. Numbers of 
Irish landlords besieged the House of Lords 
in endeavors to interview particular peers 
on. the subject. 

The House of Lords finally adjourned at 
midnight. 

It is understood that when the Irish land 
bill returns to: the House of Commons the 
government will there move to disagree to 
the various peers’ amendments which were 
carried against the government tonight. 
Should the Lords then persist in maintaining 
their amendments there will be no alterna- 
tive for the government but to drop the Dill. 

Timothy Healy and John Dillon already 
regard the bill as dead unless the govern- 
ment shall make a strong effort to undo the 
mischief done by the House of Lords tonight. 

Gerald Balfour, the Chief Secretary for 
Ireland, was gravely disappointed at the 
action of the Lords, but he thinks the bill 
can be saved if the House of Commons will 
emphasize the disagreement to the Lords’ 
amendments. 


DISASTROUS FLOOD IN NICARAGUA, 


Viscount 


Town of El Rama Nearly Destroyed— 
Damage Is $1,000,000. 

E! Rama, Nicaragua, Aug. 5.—Heavy rains 
caused the Rivers Rama and Siquia, in this 
neighborhood, to rise rapidly on July 29 
The panic-stricken inhabitants took 
refuge on the high grounds and on board the 
steamers in the River Rama. 

Two of these steamers, the Milton and the 
Horrock, were carried far down the stream, 
their crews being powerless to stop them. 

Only a few buildings were left standing in 
El Rama. The plantations near the town 
were all destroyed, and the loss is estimated 
at more than $1,000,000.

Friction between the trustees of the Lake 
Bluff Camp-Meeting Association and the 
Village Board is painfully apparent. A pe- 
culiar state of affairs, resulting from the in- 
cerporation of.Lake Bluff into.a village last 
September, is set down as the cause of dif- 
ficulty. 

‘J. B. Hobbs, President, of the camp-meet- 
ing association, said yesterday.the trouble 
originated from a dispute between the rival 
boards over .the possession of several pieces 
of land. Even the ravines, which were 
deeded to the association twenty-one years 
ago, he said, were claimed by the Village 
Board, but the association, wishing to pre- 
serye them in their original beauty, refused 
to deed them to the village.

“That friction should exist,’’ said Presi- 
dent Hobbs, ‘‘ I much regret, as it is the de- 
sire of the association trustees to avoid the 
least semblance of trouble. However, we do 
not propose to remain inactive while the op- 
position continues to exceed its authority.”

Subsequently the Wilkens family returned 
to this State, making their home at Matta- 
wan, where Annette grew to womanhood. At 
25 she was .married to Thomas Hicks, a 
wealthy merchant of twice her age. Her 
marriage settlement included considerable 
property at Toledo, which, when Mr. Hicks 
failed later, gave his wife an income 
sufficient for the maintenance of both until 
the husband died. The widow's fortune was 
increased by inheritance from relatives in 
Holland, so that she was able to entertain 
lavishly, her receptions being among the 
most noteworthy of the period in New York. 

Mrs. Hicks went to England, and as a 
relative of the United States Minister was 
presented to Queen Victoria. She set up 
an establishment in London, which was as 
celebrated in its way as had been her New 
York home. Admiral Alden, United States 
nayy, gave her the unusual! distinction of 
taking her on board the flagship of the 
Mediterranean squadron to Alexandria, and 
thence on board the Frigate Wachusett to 
Joppa. Thence she proceeded to Jerusalem 
with an escort of sixty United States sailors. 
On the return to Alexandria the Wachusett 
tried to enter the port of Alexandria in the 
night without a pilot, and had a hole knocked 
in its bottom. After Mrs. Hicks-Lord had 
returned to America, Thomas Lord, witha 
fortune of $6,000,000, paid suit to her, but 
Bhe refused him and went to Europe fora 
season. Her absence did not cool Mr. Lord’s 
ardor, and he renewed his suit with better 
success when she came back to New Yorkin 
1877, and they were married. 

The six children of Mr. Lord thereupon ob- 
tained a writ of de lunatico inquirendo, and 
Sought to have the marriage set aside on the 
ground of the mental incapacity of Mr. Lord. 
They, however, so completely. secluded 
themselves in the wife’s home in Fourteenth 
Street that for months detectives were un- 
able to reach them. The fight of the younger 
Lords was abandoned finally. 

A year later Mr. Lord died, and after a 
proper season of mourning his widow re- 
entered society, her entertainments taking 
on even greatcr magnificence than those of 
her earlier career. Recently her health failed, 
and she traveled extensively. She devoted 
much of her thoughts and money to religion. 
A few years ago her fortune was estimated 
at $5,000,000, not taking into account mag- 
nificent collecuons of plate, and cameos, and 
rubles.

The rooms were crowded 
with the broom brigade, some of them with 
sweeps in hand, waiting their turn to get 
paid. 

In an Inner room sat Contractor Shaffner, 
surrounded by four or five clerks, counting 
out the wages from a pile of bills and silver 
before him.

“The only reason they were not pald this 
morning was because many came here with- 
out their-vouchers, and we could not tell how 
much we owed them.” 

One by one the men came in with their 
vouchers to get their little pittance. They 
were orderly, and many of them evidently 
in their Sunday best. 

“They are as dangerous as bahdits,”’ Con- 
tractor Shaffner said, confidentially. 
* Why, we would be afraid not to pay them. 
They would get after us with stilettos and 
big knives and all sorts of things.”

The fillets of bluefish are lightly fried with 
butter, seasoned with salt, pepper, and lemon 
juice, then masked with a duxelles sauce 
and fried brown with more of the sauce 
poured around. Add a glass of white wine, 
half as much beef extract, two tablespoon- 
fuls each of minced mushrooms and tongue, 
with some parsley, to a velvet sauce, and 
you have a duxelles sauce. 

To cook a leg of mutton A la Bignon insert 
a clove of garlic in the fleshy part of the 
knuckle and roast rather rare. Dish up and 
surround with potatoes a la Bignon. For 
these boil some large, pared potatoes until 
nearly done, cut a slice off the side, fill with 
minced foree meat, well seasoned; lay on the 
slice, and reast in the oven, basting with but- 
ter.

FEDERAL AUTHORITIES TAKE POS- 
SESSION OF A BIG CONCERN, 


Sheriff’s Representative Arrives After 
the Deputy Marshal Has Taken 
Charge—Eastern Creditors Invoke 
the Process of the United States 
Court—Rival Claim Is Advanced by 
the Metropolitan National Bank— 
Indebtedness Is Nearly $200,000. 


Novel and exciting features were given to 


| the failure of C. H. Fargo & Co., Nos. 196- 


200 Market street, yesterday by a race be- 
tween Federal and State authorities to de- 
termine who should take charge of the con- 
cern. 

The company ts one of the oldest whole- 
sale boot and shoe firms in the city. The 
failure was the result of confessed judg- 
ment in the Federal Court on notes aggre- 
gating $170,000 in favor of the United States 
Rubber company and L. Condee & Co. Close 
upon this came a confession in the Circuit 
Court for $25,250 in favor of the Metropoli- 
tan National Bank. 

*‘ The store is now in the hands of the Unit- 
ed States Marshal, who arrived in advance 
of the Sheriff. . 

Deputy Marshal Allen served the Federal 
Court papers, and Deputy Sheriff McCart- 
ney those from the State bench. 

The action of the bank and that of the rub- 
ber companies was almost simultaneous, so 
far as their determination to close in upon 
the concern, and these proceedings were in 
the natureofa race for precedence. 

As the two rubber companies are Eastern 
ecncerns they desired to take their action in 
the Federal Court, and as no United States 
magistrate could be found to hear the mat- 
ter Judge Seaman was called down from Mil- 
waukee. He arrived late in the afternoon, 
and his action was just in time to give the 
Marshal the advantage over the Sheriff. 

The firm has its factory at Dixon, Ill. The 
United States’ Rubber company and L. Con- 
dee & Co. are merchandise creditors, and the 
debt to the bank is said to represent over- 
Grafts. The latter's judgment note is dated 
Aug. 5 and made payable on demand, 

The directors of the company held a meet- 
ing several days ago to consider means of 
tiding over their financial embarrassment. 
It was decided, owing to a demand for se- 
curity on the part of the bank, to execute 
the judgment note in favor of that institu- 
tion. The bank officials accepted the prop- 
osition and the note was turned over to 
them, 

The notes to the rubber companies were 
given last winter at a time when the firm 
was passing through a strain. It.was then 
given some financial assistance in addition 
to extended credit. 

The officers of the insolvent company are: 
Charles FE. Fargo, President; F. M. Fargo, 
Vice-President and Treasurer; and E. A. 
Fargo, Secretary. They are the sole stock- 
holders. ; , 

Deputy Marshal Allen closed the doors of 
the concern shortly after 5 o’clock, when the 
employés were leaving, so that the house 
practically did business all day yesterday. 

After the closing of the doors custodians 
for both the Marshal and the Sheriff were 
left in charge. 

The cause of the failure is attributed to 
the general conditions of the money market 
and the uncertainty of the political cam- 
paign. Attorney Thomas Cratty, who rep- 
resents the concern, said it was the tamper- 
ing with the money question which made the 
money market unstable. 

Up till two months ago the factory at 
Dixon was running full blast, employing 
seventy-five men or more, but since the 
campaign set in the trouble began. 

The capital stock of the concern, which 
was incorporated in 1890, is $400,000, Ac- 
cording to a conservative estimate, the 
total diabilities will not exceed $300,000, and 
the assets are put at $440,000. 


COTTON EXCHANGE DEALERS FAIL. 


Stephen R. Post Caught Short 9,300 
Bales and Michelbacher Suspends. 

New York, Aug. 6.—[(Special.]}—There were 
two small failures at the Cotton Exchange 
this morning. One was that of Stephen R. 
Post, with offices in the Produce Exchange 
Building. Mr. Post was said to have been 
short on the cotton market to the tune of 
9,300 bales, principally of the far-away 
months, 

The government crop report, which was 
made public yesterday morning, did not bear 
out the predictions which had been nade of 
a phenomenal cotton crop, and on this the 
bull traders sent prices climbing upward all 
the way from 560 to 70 points for the different 
months. The rise was too much for Mr. 
Post, and he went to the wall.

The other failure was that ef S. Michel- 
bacher, with offices at No. 16 Cotton Ex- 
change Building. 

Mr. Michelbacher said his failure would 
be temporary.

New Orleans, La., Aug. 6.—[Special.]—The 
American National Bank closed ifs doors 
this morning, being the first national bank 
in New Orleans to failin fifteen years. Its 
deposits aggregated $500,000. Its operations 
were limited, and the failure will not affect 
any of the other banks. President Gardes 
says the present unrest of business and in- 
ability to collect indorsed paper caused the 
fall. Mr. Cardes is the only banker in the 
city said to be an advocate of free silver. 

Nevada, Mo., Aug. 6.—Sheriff Scroghem 
closed Conkling Bros,’ banking house, this 
city, also the bank of Bronaugh, and the 
Bank of Richards, all the property of Conk- 
ling Bros., this morning, under order of the 
Vernon County Court, the action being 
based on a report by State Bank Examiner 
Jones that the business was being conducted 
in an unsafe manner. I. W. Conkling of the 
firm says the closed banks will pay every dol- 
lar of their indebtedness. J. L. George and 
G. M. Shartel were appointed receivers. 

Philadelphia, Pa., Aug. 6.—Robert A, Boyd, 
Milton Farley, and George C. Boyd, carpet 
dealers, under the firm name of Boyd, Har- 
ley & Co., have made an assignment for the 
benefit of their creditors. The deed ts dated 
Aug. 5, and was filed today. Liabilities, 
$250,000. 

Des Moines, Ia., Aug. 6.—Henry Wallace, 
Treasurer of the property, today asked for 
the appointment of a receiver for the Home- 
stead newspaper and the Pierce-Wallace 
company, which owns an interest in the 
same. He charges mismanagement and im- 
proper use of the funds. The concern is one 
of the prominent publishing houses in the 
State, printing a number of agricultural pa- 

ers. 

P Toledo, O., Aug. 6.—[Special.]—By the fafl- 
ure of the Columbus Buggy company of Co- 
lumbus, O., the Truman Cycle company of 
Toledo, to whom the Columbus concern was 
indebted in the sum of $16,000, has been com- 
pelled to give the Northern National Banka 
chattel mortgage on its entire factory for 
$36,225.10, and has turned over the keys to 
the bank.

Gold Will Go Away. 

Chicago, Aug. 4.—[{Editor of The Tribune.}— 
The silver question is to be one of the great 
issues in this campaign and therefore should 
be studied carefully and impartially to as- 
certain as far as we may be able its proba- 
ble effect upon the future welfare and pros- 
perity of the people of this country if the 
free coinage of silver. should be adopted. 
The experience of this. and other countries 
in the past on this question is much safer 
than any theories for the future. There are 
many things which have taken place in re- 
lation to silver which should safely guide and 
assist us in a matter of such vital impor- 
tance, and no steps should be taken without 
considering every fact and carefully weigh- 
ing every circumstance that may throw light 
upon this subject. Many silver advocates 
tell us, among others ex-Banker St. John 
of New York, jn his speech at St. Louis, that 
gold would remain in this country and would 
continue to do money duty. Let us see if 
there is any foundation for this statement. 

The first act passed for the coinage of gold 
and silver and fixing the ratio at which they 
should be coined, as is well known, was in 
1792, and it was placed at one grain of gold 
to fifteen grains of silver. This was main- 
tained until 1834. In the meantime about all 
of the gold went out of circulation in this 
country, for at that ratio gold was worth a 
premium over silver. It commenced to dis- 
appear in 1811 or 1812, and the amount de- 
livered at the mints for coinage decreased 
until 1816, when it ceased altogether. As 
rapidly as gold was issued from the mints 
it was shipped abroad and sold, and after 
1816 the owners of the meta) did not incur 
the delay and expense of presenting it for 
coinage, but sent. it, abroad. in bars. The 
reason of this was that gold was at a 
premium of 2 per cent 6ver silver in the 

ullion markets of the world, and with that 
difference it would not circulate with silver. 
We had coined up to that time $11,825,890 of 
gold and none of these coins could be seen. 
All had been exported. In 1834 another act 
was passed increasing the ratio 16 to 1, and 
the silver dollar was made more valuable 
than the gold dollar, and in a few years the 
silver dollar went out of circulation. It 
would not circulate with a dollar that had 
less bullion value. This continued until 
1873, when the premium on a silver dollar 
was about 8 per cent and there was none in 
circulation. All had been shipped to the bul- 
lion markets. If gold would not circulate in 
this country, as is shown by past expe- 
riences, when it was only 2 per cent above 
silver, and silver would not circulate when 
it was 3 per cent above gold, but both were 
shipped abroad as bullion with this small 
premium, how could we expect gold to 
circulate in this country when it js nearly 
100 per cent above silver. It is not possible. 

As a further evidence that gold would not 
remain in this country and do money duty 
there is not a country in the world where 
they have free coinage of silver that there 
is a dollar of gold in circulation. All the gold 
in these countries {is shipped from the mines 
to the bullion markets and sold, so it can- 
not be possible that if we should have the 
free coinage of silver to retain this gold, and 
what is there to take its place? Nothing. 
This gold, estimated between $500,000,000 
and $600,000,000, would be drawn from us to 
pay obligations held by foreign countries, 
which they would immediately send here 
as long as we had a dollar of gold. The out- 
put of silver in this country is less than 
$50,000,000 per year that could be used for 
coinage. No silver would come from foreign 
countries for the reason that they could only 
obtain silver dollars for it and-these would 
be worth no more after being coined than 
before. No silver is imported into Mexico. 
The withdrawal of this gold from circulation 
must necessarily bring on the greatest panic 
ever known in this country. We were on the 
border of a panic last month by the ship- 
ment of only a few millions of gold, and all 
the great moneyed institutions of the world 
had to join with the government to prevent 
it. It would seem to me that this is an ob- 
ject lesson that would give the dullest mind 
some kind of an idea of the disaster: that 
would overtake this country if free coinage 
of silver should be adopted. Those who have 
real estate and expect to sell it: all those 
who have mortgages and expect to pay them 
in a cheaper dollar, or those who have labor 
to sell and expect to get more for it if a 
cheap dollar should be adopted would find 
that it would be more difficult to obtain a 
50-cent dollar than it fs to obtain a 100-cent 
dollar now. ABNER TAYLOR.
